YOU AND THE LAW: From "Popular Mechanics" June, 1972. Excerpt from 
"Legal Booby Traps in Tape R cording" by marshall Lincoln... 

Recording from a Receiver: You ean record anything you wish from a 
radio or TV receiver tuned to any frequency in the spectrum without 
first having to obtain permission from anyone. However, the nature of 
the transmission taped determines how you may use your recordings. Any 
radio of TV public information or entertainment broadcast is public 
domain and can be recorded and played back for anyone who wishes to 
hear it. But if you record from a commercial chhannel such as policeg 
fire, mobile telephone, etc. you &re forbidden under FCC's "Secrecy 
of Communciations" regulation.

There aro many traders who have asked questions about the new DOLBY 
units, I will try to be as brief as possible, and let me say thet am any 
SO called noise reduction unit will not actually take noise out of 
any tape. The DOLBY, CONCORD, TEAC, and other units that are available 
simply make it possible to tape something and have the resulting tape 
sound as pure and clean as the Pre material that was fed into the 
tape recorder. 

To help understand this, please bear in mind that normally when 
you make a tape, you always add some noise (referred to es tape hiss) 
to the program content. This is true no matter what speed you record ` 
at, although the higher the speed the.less noise.you add, i 

Something to be particularly aware of is that any tape that is 
recorded through the use of a noise reduction unit HUST be played back 
through such a unit, If it is not, the resulting sound-will be quite 
unpleasant to tho ear. 

There are several units ">۶ 70 which can actually take nóise out 
of & tape when making copies (dubbing). These units are called Fre- 
quency Equalizers. One of tho most popular of these is made by a com- 

-pany called METROTEC. This unit, if properly used, can result in the 
partial and sometimes complete rouoval of such objectionable sounds 
as hum and tape hiss, 

The unit is inserted in tha line between the play-back and record- 
ing decks and has five (5) slide controls which are used to increase 
or decrease the level of various audio frequencies. Not only does 

his unit really work, but it is’only needed during the dubbing pro- 
cess and not during play-back, It is for this reason that a frequency 
equalizer is so sreat, You really do remove noises from the tape, and 
the removal is of the undesired noises from the tape itself is per- 
manent and any machine can be used for play-back without special 
equipment, T must clarify this point somemhat, however, In order to 
use a frequency equalizer properly, you must make e new copy of tho 
| tape, It is this copy which will have the undesired noises removed. 
"Tho undesired noises will still be on the original copy.
